To  the  Question  pertaining  to  the 
possibility  of  low-cost  housing 
developments  constructed  on  or 
near  campus.  95  of  the  304  students 
responding  said  they  would  be  m 
tavor  of  an  eHiciency  apartment  with 
kilchenette 

"Students  interested  iri  the  stan¬ 
dard  dorm  room."  said  Ooug  Car¬ 
nahan.  director  of  housing,  "are 
notoriously  low  People  want 
something  more  tlemble  In  Iheir 
present  rooms,  they  can"t  even  move 
furniture  a  round  ” 

Those  mterested  m  having  the  col 
lege  build  standard  dorms  ranked 
lowest  ol  PCUitle  responses  with  7B 
Two-room  apartments  proved 
popular,  wilh  77  responses  Frtty- 
nme  sludenis  expressed  a  desire  to 
five  rn  oiiegeowned  o^^^oom  apart¬ 
ments.  which  the  office  cafcuiafed 
^sould  cost  about  S120  monthly 
"We  wanted  something  as  dose  to 
the  regular  dorm  costs  as  we  CDuld 
Otherwise,  building  is  of  no  use  to 
us.'"saidOr  Glenn  Dolence.dear>o1 
student  services 

When  It  was  evident  that  an  ehi 
ciency  apartment  was  the  popular 
Choice.  Larnahan  and  Defence  sub 
milted  lerttatwe  plans  forsudi  to  Or 
Floyd  Bclk.  interim  president  and 
vice  president  for  academic  affairs 
The  plans  called  for  two-room 
apaumenis,  housing  two  occupants. 
With  a  recreation  area,  laundry 
facilities  and  storm  shelter  available 
After  some  alterations  made  by 
Beik.  the  plans  were  given  to  ar¬ 
chitect  Wiliiarr  Cornwell  The  ar¬ 
chitect  was  on  campus  fast  week  to 
discuss  changes  needed  to  suit 
future  additions. 

"His  ideos  were  good,"  sard  Selk. 
"but  they  |usi  weren’t  what  weneed- 
ed  •  We  gave  him  some  atteroate 
plans  and  told  him  we  wanted  to  hear 
from  him  as  soon  as  possible  *' 
According  to  CarNhan,  time  is  of 
an  essence  since  present  trailers 
hflustrg  24  honor  students  need  to 
be  replaced 

"Those  things  were  here  when  the 
college  opened  in  1967  and  they 
vrere  by  no  means  permanent."  he 
said 

Adds  Oolence.  "What  was  original- 
If  meanf  lor  use  by  the  athletic 
department  is  still  I  here  WeVe  not 
sure  how  much  longer  wo  can  keep 
them  up." 

Cornwell  is  now  pulling  the 
finishing  touches  on  plans  calling  for 
three  two  story  apartment  buifdmgs 
housing  32  in  each  unit.  The  m 
dividual  apartments  have  three 
rooms,  with  kitchen  appliances  to  be 
installed  later

RECENTLY.  THE  eOARO  of 
Regents  took  steps  to  find  these  new 
areas.  In  their  fast  meeting  the 
regents  appointed  Sue  Biiimgsly  as 
director  ot  the  Missouri  Southern 
Stale  College  Foundation 
Although  the  foundalior^  has  been 
in  operation,  this  is  the  first  hme  that 
a  full  time  director  was  appointed 
Said  Jerry  Wells,  presideni  of  the 
Board  of  Regents,"!!  became  ap 
parent  it  was  time  to  lormaftae  and 
expand  the  foundation.  ITiis  came 
after  the  governor  cut  appropnatiens 
used  lor  tuiton  grants." 

He  continued, "There  are  a  lot  of 
resources  out  there  that  have  not 
been  tapped  There  are  graduates 
who  have  been  quite  successful  and 
there  are  also  people  in  the  com* 
muniiy  who  are  successful  who 
would  like  to  make  donations  " 

Said  Belk.'Tn  the  past,  the  founda* 
ton  has  had  haphazard  growth 
There  is  now  around  $400,000  in 
assets  tn  the  foundation  " 


THE  MISSOURI  SOUTHERN  Stata 
Colfege  Foundation  at  this  time  >s 
governed  by  a  board  made  up  of  the 
president  of  the  ccH^e,  three 
regents,  and  the  college’s  attorney 
This  may  ^ange.  though.  Said 
Weils,"We  are  thinking  el  redesign¬ 
ing  the  board  This  will,  hopefully, 
make  it  more  efhoeM  and  carry  out 
the  program  better  We  knew  no  one 
better  that  Sue  Btllmgsly  We  were 
quite  exated  when  she  accepted  the 
position 

He  coritinued.  "We  may  loch  bach 
on  this,  and  it  might  be  the  most  im* 
portent  decision  made  m  a  long  time 
As  college  costs  go  up.  there  are 
more  students  who  mi^t  need  help, 
and  this  will  hopefully  help  thesitui' 
non 

"But  the  foundation  is  iust  r>ot  for 
scholarships  II  un  be  used  to  bong 
faculty  members  to  campus  and 
create  chairs  There  are  other  forms 
of  contributions  that  people  might 
make,  such  as  life  insurance  polKies, 
endowments  and  trusts " 

DURING  THE  NEXT  few  months 
the  Missouri  State  Legislature  will  be 
working  on  Missouri  Southern's 
budget  plus  many  others  It  is  then 
hopefully  that  some  of  the  $600,000 
will  be  restored. 

Said  Senator  Richard  Webster  of 
the  32nd  Senatorial  Disinct/lhe  en* 
tire  $600,000  will  not  be  restored, 
but  the  cut  wes  not  m  line  wrth  other 
state  mstutdions" 

Said  Wells  "I  hope  that  we  can  get 
a  ponnn  of  the  budget  reinstall. 
We  run  a  very  efficent  college,  and 
we  attempt  to  hold  costs  to  a 
minimum  M  seems  like  the  etficenily 
run  colleges  get  hurt 


MISSOURI  SOUTHERN  is  one  of 
the  most  etficantly  run  colleges  m 
thestate  Said  Bdk, ’‘We  have  fewer 
administrators,  secretaries,  lanrtors. 
and  fewer  m  student  services  than 
any  other  college  m  the  state  We  are 
one  of  fhe  most  effieentty  run  cot* 
leges  in  the  state " 


Compared  to  Missouri  Western 
State  College,  a  school  with  about 
the  same  number  cl  students  and  a 
Similar  history.  Southern  shows  a 
fewer  number  of  support  personnef. 

For  example.  Western  employs  36 
clerks,  while  Missoun  Southern 
shows  only  22  on  its  payrolf. 
Western  also  uses  more  custodians 
with  22.  however.  Missouri  Southern 
shows  onfy  27 

In  the  area  ot  academic  support. 
Western  has  three  vict  presHjents. 
but  Missouri  Southern  uses  onfy  two 
A2  Missouri  Southern  there  are  0 
department  heads.  Missouri  Western 
has  22  However,  Western  does 
have  fewer  division  deans,  3 
Missouri  Southern  has  four  persons 
at  those  posdiOAs 

AS  FOR  SECRCTARIES.  Missouri 
Western  has  13  on  the  payroll  while 
Missouri  Southern  has  only  s<i 
These  are  only  a  few  comparsions,  in 
the  area  of  support  personnel 
However.  Missouri  Western,  too.  on> 
ty  got  a  tour  percent  increase  m 
general  revenue  money 

With  only  a  four  percent  increase 
in  general  revenue  money.  Missouri 
Southern  still  yet  will  be  facing 
another  problem  That  deals  with 
the  five  and  a  half  perceni  pay  in¬ 
crease  the  Governor  said  state  per* 
sonnel  will  receive  this  year 

Said  Or  Shipman, "We  are  bet¬ 
ween  a  rock  and  a  hard  place  with 
onfy  a  four  percent  nse  in  general 
revenue  and  five  and  half  percent 
pay  increase ’’ 

'Ihere  is  no  way  that  i$  a  good 
situalion.’’  said  Belk  "H  does  not 
make  pleasant  news  lo  the  instilu* 
fieri  and  facuTty  The  esceHence  of 
the  institution  depends  on  (he  ex 
cellence  of  your  faculty  Ypupaythe 
faculty  the  best  you  can  and  provida 
them  the  best  supplies  for  iheir  in¬ 
struction  ’* 

IN  THE  PAST,  though,  things  could 
be  done  to  ease  this  problem  "Before 
we  have  had  the  freedom  to  spend 


the  money  as  we  wanted  if  we  stayed 
Within  the  gen  era  I  intent  But  I  don’t 
loiow  how  the  Governor  wiH  react  to 
that  this  year."  Said  Shipman 
"No  deesior)  has  been  made  yet

One  a^eci  comes  Irom  the  recent 
Title  IX  de&sions  that  were  handed 
down  by  the  Department  erf  Health. 
Educaton  and  Welfare  Although  not 
all  the  aspects  are  dear  on  these  rul 
mgs  at  this  time,  it  is  felt  that  by 
laming  the  new  held  house  it  would 
hefp  Missouri  Southern  comply  wrth 
these  regulations 
Anoth^  reason  for  trymg  to  obtain 
money  for  the  new  field  house  is  that 
the  mood  m  (he  state  legislature  is 
nght  "We  left  that  we  slKutd  move 
now  and  possibly  obtim  funding 
needed  end  maybe  get  rt  We  should 
at  least  ask  for  it  To  be  quite  frank, 
the  legislature  is  quite  op 
tifflisticabout  the  fiHd  house " 

One  consideration  that  was  made 
in  asking  for  the  field  house  was  the 
effect  it  would  have  on  the 
technotogy  division  ’Iht  board  had 
(he  general  feeling  that  as  soon  as 


this  phase  of  the  technology  building 
was  finished  we  could  temporarily 
delay  ihe  second  phase  of  the 
building  with  out  setting  back  the 
technology  program,"  said  Wells 
"I  am  always  a  little  disappointed," 
said  James  K  Maupin.  division  dean 
of  technoi^ 

"BIJT.  FOR  THE  WELFARE  of  the 
college  I  was  glad  lo  see  it  It  won't 
set  pack  the  technology  drvision  It 
^ust  means  there  will  be  a  Mtle

"We  could  get  by  for  another  one, 
two.  or  three  years  before  we  would 
really  need  the  field  house. '  said  Dr

I'uwever.  with  our  members  of  the  Senate  and  House  looking 
out  for  our  interest  combined  w4h  Missouri  Southern's  repute 
tion  for  fiscal  responsibMy.  we  will  make  if  through  this  rough 
period 

It  IS  important  to  remember  that  we  are  in  this  lime  of  fiscal 
rrsponsiblity;  however,  education  should  not  fall  as  a  scapegoat 
lor  the  purpose  ol  saving  a  few  dollars  Education  is  a  mean 
mglul  Item.  We  can  not  stand  as  a  country  without  an  educe 
tion  The  art  of  teaching  and  (he  skill  for  learning  Is  one  of 
man  s  oldest  traits,  M  we  start  cutting  too  deeply  into  its  heart 
we  all  will  lose.  Yes,  it  is  important  to  save,  but  it  is  just  as  im 
portent  to  give  everyone  an  opportunity  to  better  themselves 
thcpugh  a  college  education 

When  we  have  lost  everythirtg  else,  as  a  society,  the  one  thing 
that  can  not  be  token  away  from  us  are  those  things  that  we 
have  gamed  through  an  education,  no  matter  by  what  means  we 
have  acquired  it

Answering  pi  lha  qudsficns  vened 
largely  in  some  areas  while  olhar 
questions  seemad  agreed  on  by  moat 
sludenti  One  question  stated.  'We 
in  lha  United  Stales  aro  relying  on 
computers  more  and  mora  to  do  our 
work  for  us  Oo  the  beneltis  of  this 
trend  outweigh  any  bad  atfecls  cdrn> 
outers  might  bring?  Hurt  us  more 
than  benefit  us?  Or  do  the  good  af 
facts  balance  oul  eny  bad  effects 
brought  on  by  computers?’'  Some  46 
percont  of  the  itudants  surveyed  felt 
the  good  effocis  of  computers 
balance  out  wilh  tho  bad,  while  44 
percont  felt  (he  good  offecls  ol  a  com 
puter  oulweigh  the  bad 
John  Wyalt,  Vice  president  oi  the 
FirsI  National  Bank  in  downtown 
Joplin  and  head  of  Ihe  data  process 
mg  department  there,  agreed 
“Technology "  he  sad,  "has  made 
pooplas'  jobs  more  interesting  The 
services  we  do  at  the  bank  couldn't 
bo  dona  using  manual  labor ' 

JAMES  K.  MAUPIN.  dean  of 
lachnoJogy  at  Missouri  Southern, 
also  agreed,  adding  that  compulen 
aro  hme  saving  as  well  as  bemg  cost 
saving  and  provide  u$  wilh  a  greater, 
more  complete  mass  ot  information 
Ihen  we  could  get  without  corn* 
puters  He  can  see  whore  an  over 
reliance  on  computers  could  have  a 
bad  effect,  though.

When  Gene  Bassman  first  got  >n 
volved  with  sohbari.  Harry  Truman

Now.  17  years  later,  Jimmy  Carter 
IS  in  the  Oval  office,  detente  is  part  of 
foreign  policy,  and  Reggie  is  a 
millionaire 

Thankfully,  some  thmgs  dent 
change  mu^  Like  Gene  Bassman 

THE  NOW  55-YEAR-OLO  retired 
postal  worker  is  Southwest 
Missouri’s  District  Commissfoner  of 
softbaN.  But  in  1952,  (here  was  no 
Southwest  District.  Just  a  few  guys 
who  wanted  Io  play  softbaif.  And 
Gene  Bassman  was  one  of  (hem. 

Two  years  tater.  those  "guys" 
decided  a  field  should  be  built  ex* 
dustvely  for  softball.  Done  with 
volunteer  labor,  Ewerl  Park  hosted  a 
12-team  league  which  played  two 
games  a  night. 

From  those  humble  begmnmgsbas 
emerged  a  successful  softball  pro¬ 
gram  for  athletes  of  all  ages,  male 
and  female.  Last  fall,  Jopim  was  the 


host  city  for  the  state  women's  soft- 
ball  tournament 

AND  THERE,  runnjng  the  tourna¬ 
ment.  was  Bassman.  decked  out  in 
his  worn  cowboy  hat.  bermuda 
shorts,  pldjd  shrri,  and  multi-cofored 
P'Pe 

He  well  remembers  the  Inals  and 
tribulations  that  took  place  m 
establishing  softball  m  Joplin. 

Bassman  played  softball  himself 
until  he  hurl  his  back  during  a  tour 
nament.  Because  no  one  was  m* 
charge.  Bassman  decided  to  run  the 
tourney 


THE  FOLLOWING  YEAR  he  was 
elected  president  of  what  would 
become  the  Jopim  Softball  Associa¬ 
tion  And  he's  been  supervising  tour¬ 
naments  and  leagues  ever  sirtce  in 
1959,  he  became  District  Commis¬ 
sioner  for  Southwest  Missouri 
Why  does  Bassman  put  forth  the 
effort  (0  organize  softball  rn  Jopim?

The  indiaf  league  formed  under  the 
MW  crpmzation  was  called  the  in¬ 
dustrial  League  'We  started  witn.  at 
the  most,  26  or  20  teams,  alt  fast 
pitch,’*  says  Bassman 
The  league  grew  until  Joe  Becker 
Stadium  had  to  be  rented  fo  accom* 
modate  all  the  teams  Some  interest 
in  sfow-pitch  bail  was  beginning  to 
surface,  explains  Bassman,  and  the 
S3,000  a  year  rent  fof  jge  Becker 
was  becoming  more  than  the  associa* 
bon  could  afford 

SO.  IN  1970  they  decided  to  build 
another  park- Bassman  Fjeld. 

"It  was  built  for  stow-pjtch  but  had 
lo  be  used  for  fast  because  there 
(stiil)  weren’t  enough  teams,"  says 
Bassman 


Now  the  interest  in  fasl-pitch  is  on 
the  decline  while  slow  pitch  15  boom¬ 
ing,  especially  among  females 
Recognizing  this,  Bassman  is  hop¬ 
ing  fo  butid  yet  another  field,  this  one 
exclusively  for  men’s  siow-piich  soft*

THE  NEW  FIELD  will  have  fences

djstance  Meanwhile,  the  ladies  wiN 
stay  play  at  Bassman  and  Ihe  fast- 
pitch  teams  at  Ewert 
Bassman  does  not  permit  the  sale 
of  some  Items  at  the  fields.  ’We’re 
not  in  (t  for  (he  money."  he  says,  "to 
the  extent  where  we  have  lo  sell  beer 
or  cigarettes  ’ 

As  for  expenses,  he  says,  "ft  costs 
us  $9  a  gdfr>e.  That  includes  umpires 
pourdskeeping.  and  lights " 
Seasonal  entry  fees,  tournaments, 
end  Ihe  concession  stands  make  up 
w  those  costs  But  even  if  they 
didn’t,  Gene  Bassman  would  pro¬ 
bably  have  soltbali  m  town  anyway.
